Speeders Are I/A Takes Over
Warned To Slow 
Down And Live

"Slow down and live longer!" 
This terse bit of advice to 

California motorists came today 
from Edgar E. Lampton, the 
new Director of Motor Vehicles, 
after a study of 1945 traffic 
casualties disclosed 1093 acci­ 
dents In which one or more per­ 
sons lost their lives because .of 
traveling too fast for the condi­ 
tions.

The same study showed 10,416 
accidents in which one or more 
persons were Injured, all attrib­ 
utable to excessive speed. Deaths 
on rural highways, where speed- 
ng usually occurs, went up 42.4 
>ercent and injuries, 48.2 per­ 

cent.
"These figures indicate con­ 

clusively that many people are) 
driving too fast for safety,' 
Lampton commented. "Almos 
overnight we have returned to 
ire-war conditions of traffic con 
;estion. The average car on thi 

highways is now more than 
ight years old. Our tires wil 
lot stand excessive speed,

"The obvious answer is to 
low down to a safe speed anc 
void getting into trouble." 
Lampton added that he has 

nstructed California Patrol' of 
cials to* pay particular atten 

Ion to speed violations. He fa 
ors an overall reduction in 
peed limits until such time as 
orn out equipment can be re 
laced and general conditions 
eturn more nearly to \normal.

Hundreds of war-dls 
abled servicemen will be dls 
charged from the service am 
turned over to the care of thi 
VA without removing them from 
their beds.

The soldiers now stationed at 
the hospital will be transferred, 
and new attendants to take their 
places will have to be supplied 
mmcdiately by the VA. Unless 

new help is on hand when the 
VA assumes charge many to- 
:ally disabled veterans will not 
lave adequate care. The situa­ 
tion is serious.

Hundreds of attendants arc 
needed at once.

Civil Service has permitted the 
VA to start attendants as SP-3s, 
salary $1704. These will be Civil 
Service jobs with accumulated 
leaves, sick leaves and four 
hours overtime per week at time 
and one half pay. No deductions 
will be made for retirement. 
Those who qualify will be placed 
on permanent Civil Service sta­ 
tus.

Attendants will clear about 
$125.00 per month over all liv­ 
ing expenses.
